‘Nobody knew whose responsibility 
it was,” he said. 

The response of a secretary in the

Virginia man sues magazine

ARLINGTON, Va. -— Ram 
Avrahami believes -his name is worth 
something, and if magazines, record 
clubs and credit card companies can 
buy and sell it, he ought to get a share 
of the profits. 

Avrahami, a 33-year-old former 
marketing manager for a phone com- 
pany, is suing U.S. News & World 
Report, arguing that the magazine had 
no right to sell his name and address 
to another company without his per- 
mission. 

“It is unfair to me. Actually it is 
unfair to me twice,” he said Tuesday. 
“The magazine sells my name without 
asking me, and then I receive the junk 
mail for which I really have no use.” 

Representatives of the direct-mar- 
keting industry say the lawsuit is 
unfounded, but they fear devastating 
consequences if Avrahami prevails. 

“Look at it this way: If I want to 
send you something and have to call 
you or write you to make sure it’s OK 
to send you this material, do you 
know what it’s going to do to the 
direct-marketing industry?” said Ed 
Burnett, a direct-mail consultant in 
New Jersey. “It’s going to kill it, 
that’s what it’s going to do.” 

The lawsuit is not the first to chal- 
lenge direct-mail marketing, but it 
apparently is the first to target the 


seller of a mailing list rather than the 
buyer. 

Challenges to the direct-mail indus- 
try on the grounds that receiving 
uninvited mail violates a person’s pri- 
vacy rights have failed. 

Since filing the lawsuit last summer, 
Avrahami has emerged as something 
of a champion of the American 
Everyman. His electronic mailbox 
overflows with the complaints of fel- 
low sufferers, and his lawyer has got- 
ten so many calls he is considering a 
class-action case against mailers. 

“The fact that we cannot escape 
commercial intrusion, even in the 
sanctuary of our own homes, is inher- 
ently troubling,” Avrahami wrote in 
an opinion piece this week in the Los 
Angeles Times. 

‘Ts this. the price of modern society 
or is this a symptom of disrespect for 
our wishes?” 

On Tuesday, a judge threw out 
Avrahami’s case on technical grounds 
and instructed him to refile his law- 
suit in a higher court. Avrahami said 
he will do that. 

General District Judge Karen A. 
Henenberg said her court, which is 
Virginia’s equivalent of a small- 
claims court, lacks jurisdiction. 

Avrahami is seeking $1,100 — the 8 
cents U.S. News is believed to have 
gotten for his name, the rest for 
aggravation.

Gramm in GOP 
caucus kickoff

BATON ROUGE, La. — Pat 
Buchanan shocked Sen. Phil Gramm 
in Louisiana caucuses Tuesday, win- 
ning their battle for a conservative 
jump-start in the 1996 Republican 
presidential race. Other candidates 
boycotted the contest in deference to 
next week’s traditional kickoff con- 


test in Iowa. 


Buchanan showed strength through- 
out Louisiana, dealing a strong and 
perhaps lethal setback to Gramm’s 
presidential hopes. 

Buchanan said he was “incredibly 
heartened” by the early results. “If 
this holds up it not only shows that 
we can beat Phil Gramm in his back- 
yard but it shows we can win this 
nomination,” Buchanan said in an 
interview with The Associated Press. 

Gramm senior strategist Charlie 
Black refused to concede but said: “T 
haven’t heard anything to make me 
happy.” 

There were 21 Republican National 
Convention delegates at stake and 


AP’s delegate survey showed 
Buchanan leading for at least 15 dele- 
gates. 


That would represent a stunning set- 
back for Gramm; for weeks he had 
been predicting he would win most if 
not all of the Louisiana delegates in 
an event engineered by his allies in 
the state Republican Party. 

If the Louisiana returns weren't 
enough bad news, Gramm will have 
plenty of explaining to do today when 
he returns to Iowa. He missed a criti- 
cal Senate vote on the farm bill so he 
could campaign in Louisiana. 

Most of the GOP candidates stayed 
away from Louisiana in homage to 
Iowa where party activists jealously 
guarded their franchise as the early 
caucus state.

Alpha Phi came to campus nearly 80 
years ago, she said. 

The most recent “complete” list of 
honor societies appears to be one filed 
in the office of general and honors 
education.

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Self-study shows insight, 
evaluates Y without bias 


For more than a century, Brigham Young University has expanded, grown 
nd changed. With thousands of employees and hundreds of programs, 
BYU is not exempt from the natural tendency for some entities to get slight- 
y off track and need some repositioning. 

By forming the Strategic Planning/Self-Study Committee, the university 
showed tremendous insight and intense humility by allowing a group of 
people to analyze every corner of BYU and evaluate it without bias. By 
loing so, the University community was opening itself up to possible criti- 
ism and unexpected evaluations. However, BYU knew that a thorough 
pvaluation of the school would be the best thing for the campus community. 
After two years of intense research and investigation, the committee 
eleased the Self-Study one month ago. Responses to the study were accept- 
pd by President Merrill J. Bateman until February 1. 

Opinions on the recommendations and evaluations provided by the 19- 
ember committee run the entire spectrum of possibilities. While many 
Hepartments, including faculty and students, are excited about the recom- 
endations that affect them and feel that they were fairly evaluated, there 
are also many who do not agree with the results and are opposed to the rec- 
bmmendations printed in the 300-page document. 

Regardless of the individual thoughts on the results, the Self-Study was a 
positive action on behalf of the campus community. By discovering what a 
non-partisan group believes about the department or college we are involved 
n, we also make decisions about whether we feel they were on the mark or 
ot. The self-evaluation that has and will come because of the Self-Study 
as reason enough to invest the time and money in the project. 

The Self-Study will also help the university prepare for the accreditation 
team from the Northwest Association that will be coming to BYU in the fall 
o evaluate the university for re-accreditation. By first evaluating ourselves, 
e will be able to anticipate and improve the areas of the university that 
need it before the evaluation team arrives. 

The Strategic Planning/Self-Study was a positive action for the BYU com- 
munity. While not all of the recommendations will or should be implement- 
ed, ‘the Self-Study caused much needed thought and evaluation about the 
ission of BYU and whether we are accomplishing that mission in every 
area of the university.

Maybe 
I should tell the stake president...;’ because 
he understands that even if the person is 
lying, that they have gotten away with noth- 
ing, for they will one day stand before the 
Lord with a perfect understanding of all 
their guilt and the consequences thereof. If 
a student honestly feels that purple hair or 
two days’ growth is within the limits of 
school standards then let them have it. If 
they have been honest, then everything is 
square. If in the back of their mind they are 
thinking, ““Ha! Look at what I can get away 
with!” then God will make everything right 
in the end, 

In short, we should keep the Honor Code 
as it is currently written, we should keep the 
essay for ecclesiastic endorsement (after all, 
if it helps us to seriously consider what 
honor means, it will have fulfilled a great 
purpose), however, we should eliminate the 
enforcement of dress and grooming.

familiarizing them with the text, they do not 
have strict guidelines pertaining to the cur- 
riculum for all religion faculty. 

As a result, students may have a religion 
teacher who allows the students to vote on 
whether the class should have a written test 
or a group discussion as their final. Other 
students may have a teacher who expects the 
class to memorize hundreds of various scrip- 
ture passages for the final and write several 
papers throughout the course of the class. 

There seems to be something wrong when 
there is a such a wide range of difficulty for 
many of the same courses. After all, doesn’t 
the key to religion exist in having the free- 
dom to learn it? Once it becomes excessive- 
ly academic it poses a threat to the spirit. 

Instead of having such a realm of differ- 
ence between classes, the Religion 
Department should opt for the creation of a 
uniform curriculum for all of their teachers 
to follow or raise the number of credit hours 
for a religion class to accurately reflect the 
amount of work which is expected of stu- 
dents.

Slow growth for female faculty, staff 
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Before marriage, discuss housework

Conversations about domestic work 
and child care are not very common 
topics for students anf faculty, said 
Alan Hawkins, assistant professor of 
family sciences. 

“When young people are in love, 
they tend to see things in idealistic, 
rose-colored terms,” he. said. 
“Conversation seldom comes down 
to the day-to-day issues.” 

Domestic work and child care have 
been women’s work since the 
Industrial Revolution, said Chris 
Marshall, a faculty researcher at the 
Center for Studies of the Family. 

A woman’s value was tied to 
housework, but today’s young 
woman has a different image of her- 
self, she said. 

“Things have really started to 
change,” Marshall said. “Not all 
their value is tied to housework.” 

Married for six months, Brandy 
Dowdle, a junior majoring in travel 
and tourism, said she does about 80 
percent of the housework. She said 
the biggest strain on her marriage is 
the lack of housework being shared. 

“I want him to do more; it gets 
really frustrating,’ she said. 

Her husband, Jeff, said he doesn’t 
see the things that need to be

Fifty-six percent of female mem- 
bers of The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints work either 
inside or outside of the home for 
money, said Tim Heaton, professor 
of sociology. 

Although working for more money 
than before, women still do two or 
three times the amount of domestic 
work their husbands do, Hawkins 
said, referring to a 1988 national 
study. 

Citing the same study, Marshall 
said 14 percent of women thought 
this was unfair. The reason a majori- 
ty find the process fair may be they 
feel their work is appreciated. 

Women need to feel appreciated, 
respected, responded to and cared 
for, Hawkins said. Feeling appreci- 
ated includes verbal and behavioral 
expressions. 

Communication before marriage 
about domestic labor and child care 
can help, Hawkins said.

Volunteers in Russia 
teach English to kids

Thirteen BYU students traveled to 
Russia last semester to participate in 
the* International Language Program, 
a fiVe-month program dedicated to 
education through service sponsored 
bythe International Service for 
Children. 

The students shared their language 
and culture with Russian communities 
by teaching English to children at 
Russian schools, feeding the home- 
lesss- helping the elderly with small 
chores, picking up trash, visiting 
orphanages and many other service- 
oriented projects..

three hours a day in six different 
kindergartens located in Moscow, St. 
Petersburg and Voronezh. Since the 
program’s inception, almost 600 
Russian children have been taught 
English by over 300 volunteers. 

“We feel it offers an unparalleled 
cultural experience,” program director 
Richard Peterson said. 

Peterson added that the program is 
very challenging because it requires 
people to step out of their comfort 
zone, but it also offers opportunities 
for self-discovery and growth, it 
changes the participant’s perspective 
on life, enhances appreciation for the 
U.S. lifestyle and builds love and 
appreciation for other cultures. 

“This program helps to open doors 
that are closed by monolingualism,” 
Peterson said. 


The International Language 


Program was started in January of 
1993 by former participants of a BYU 
internship program to Russia who 
were interested in offering a service- 
based program abroad. 

“When I participated myself, one of 
the most valuable things I learned was 
to teach children, to have fun with 
them, to play with them and to be 
with them, at the same time knowing 
that they’re getting something valu- 
able too,” said Jared Hansen, execu- 
tive program director. 

This year the International 
Language Program is expanding to 
Fong Yuen, Taiwan. The first excur- 
sion is scheduled for February 24 and 
currently has two BYU students 
enrolled. The program also plans to 
open a chapter in Seoul, Korea, this 
year and is negotiating for one in 
Spain and Guatemala. 


Credit hours trimmed for timely graduations

Graduation incentives have signifi- 
cantly influenced the quality of edu- 
cation and have led to more timely 
graduations, said Gary L. Kramer, 
associate dean over admissions and 
records. 

In the 1994-1995 school year, 883 
of the 6,310 graduates finished in four 
years. That’s only 14 percent, said 
Janet Rex of ; BYU Public 
Communications. 

The trend over the last five years 
shows that students are taking fewer 
semesters to finish school, Rex said. 

Rex said in 1990 students took an 
average of 11.9 semesters to graduate. 
After graduation incentives were 
introduced in 1994, the number 
dropped to 11.2, the difference of 
almost an entire semester. 


“Tam pleased with the incentives for 


timely graduation. There has been 
very good progress,” Kramer said. 

The new general education program 
is stronger because it is streamlined, 
which allows for a faster and more 
efficient education, said John Tanner, 
associate academic vice president. 

BYU does not want to send out the 
message that students are lazy, said 
Brent Harker, director of BYU Public 
Communications. He said the purpose 
of the incentives is to remove the 
roadblocks that are keeping students 
from timely graduations. 

Paul A. Cox, dean of general educa- 
tion and honors, said’ he hopes the 
new program will broaden students’ 
lives and will “be viewed as an oppor- 
tunity instead of an obstacle.” 

Cox hopes the program will help 
students live richer lives and enjoy 
their GE classes. 

The new incentives will “extend 
BYU’s services to others,” Harker 
said. The incentives offered include a 
variety of functions geared toward 
helping students graduate. 

One of the major incentives is the 
drop in tuition for Spring and 
Summer Terms by 27 percent, Harker 
said. During the first two years after 
the tuition cut there was about a 2,000 
student jump in enrollment. 

Another incentive includes an 
increase in tuition for students who 
have been in the undergraduate pro- 
gram for more than 10 semesters, 


Harker said, 

Beginning in Fall 1998, there will 
be a 25 percent tuition increase after 
students’ 10th semester. Each follow- 
ing semester another 25 percent will 
be added, until the 14th semester, 
when tuition is increased by 100 per- 
cent. 

Transfer students from certain two- 
year colleges who have received asso- 
ciate’s degrees may transfer with their 
GE requirements already fulfilled, 
Harker said. 

Advisement centers are also making 
significant progress with faculty men- 
tors, mandatory advisers for students 
on academic probation and Major 
Academic Plans, which help students 
plan schedules for timely graduation, 
Tanner said. 

Tanner served on a committee which 
conducted a stringent study of major 
requirements. The committee suggest- 
ed that a maximum of 60 hours be set 


for any degree. He said part of the 
study was to find the pinches in the 
system and to help students maximize 
their time at BYU. 

The study resulted in a 7.5 credit 
hour reduction on average per pro- 
gram, Tanner said. Kramer said the 
progress has been significant. Some 
degrees exceed the 60 hour limit, but 
they require those hours for accredita- 
tion or certification. 

Besides the major evaluations, the 
GE core was revamped, Harker said. 
The core was reduced by 3.5 credit 
hours and was altered to serve as a 
universal program that is major blind; 
that is, it can be followed by all stu- 
dents regardless of their major, Cox 
said. 

“We want the GE classes to be the 
highlight of students’ BYU experi- 
ence,” Cox said.

Jay Rush, associate professor of 
communications law, agrees. “When 
mutual respect is established, when a 
partnership is developed, a good edu- 
cation is had and students leave cam- 
pus with an idea of what they are 
capable of achieving.”

Bartlett said because of the diversity 
of a teacher’s obligations, “meeting a 
students needs is easier said than 
done.” 

In addition to the problem of num- 
bers, the topic itself can hinder stu- 
dent/professor relationships. 

Richard Hansen, professor of math- 
ematics, said, “I try to develop as 
much of a relationship with students 
as I can in a mathematics course. 
Naturally, | am always willing to dis- 
cuss topics other than math with stu- 
dents. Some students have even talked 
with me about their girlfriends.” 

In an effort to provide students with 
an opportunity to get to know him and 
other students, Rush divides the class 
into smaller work groups. 

“Groups enable students to get to 
know each other and make it easier 
for me to recognize them,” Rush said. 

Many instructors make an effort to 
learn the names of every student in 
their classes. Of course, in many situ- 
ations, learning every student’s name 
is impractical if not impossible. 

Hansen says he believes instructors 
at BYU tend to be very concerned 
about their students. 

“In general, professors at BYU 
seem to be more involved with their 
students than at other universities I’ve 
had experience with.” 

When asked to summarize an 
instructor’s responsibilities to their 
students, Rush said, “the business of 
education is about students. 

“A student/professor relationship 
depends on a mutual agreement of 
shared responsibilities toward the 
same goal — education.”

Prior to his discovery, Dittmar was a 
well known rocket scientist. In fact, 
his name is on the patent that NASA 
has on its thrusters ‘that steer the 
Space Shuttle while in orbit. 

But with his discovery, Dittmar left 
the aerospace industry in favor of 
manufacturing his ICE machine. 

The ICE machine is being used 
heavily on the pro racing circuit by 
Mark Giradelli and others, but 
Dittmar feels the recreational skier is 
better served by the thin groove. 

“T like to stay away from the racing 
side because it’s so much more bene- 
ficial to the recreational skier,”

Dittmar said. 

Dittmar said that much of the skiers 
energy when skiing on icy snow is 
spent on trying to hold an edge. He 
claims that his ICE machine makes it 
much easier to hold that groove. 

Much of what discourages begin- 
ning and recreational skiers is not 
being able to hold their edge on the 
icy snow. 

“The biggest advantage to the recre- 
ational skier is that skiing becomes 
much more comfortable,” he said. 

Dittmar said that most ski shops 
offer the upgrade on almost’ any ski 
for about $30. ,

Brimhall explained that the staples 
in her knee were removed this sum- 
mer eliminating a lot of the pain that 
held her back. 

Poole is amazed at her recovery and 
her strength. 

“Since her recovery she has run bet- 
ter, jumped better and competed bet- 
ter than she has in her life,” he said. 

Julie Bennion, a team member and 
friend, said Alicia is improving by 
leaps and bounds. 

In addition to impressive perfor- 
mances, Brimhall is bringing a great 
deal of enthusiasm and leadership to 
the track. 

Bennion describes Brimhall, “She is 
such a fun person to be around. She is 
hard working and very enthusiastic.” 

“She is one of our stalwarts,” Poole 
said. “Many of the girls look to her 
for her leadership.”

. Day may have emerged from the 
ancient Roman festival Lupercalia, a 
celebration of fertility rights. The fes- 
tival was traditionally held Peb, [5 in 
honor of the pastoral god, Lupercus. 
However, the association of romance 
issalso brought to the holiday by Saint 
Valentine. 

Saint Valentine is most commonly 
believed to have been a Roman priest 
who was martyred in about 269 B.C.

*“Thsough the persuasive tactics of 
her jéalous sisters, Psyche was over- 
some with curiosity and had to look. 
While Cupid was sleeping, she shone 
a.light-on him, but a drop of oil from 
her lamp fell on him. He awoke and

should last a whole year. Maybe a 
month or two would be better, unless, 
of course, they were the right person.” 

Another theory says a priest named 
Valentine performed secret marriages 
for people after the Emperor Claudius 
declared that no more marriages could 
be performed. Men refused to go to 
war because they didn’t want to leave 
their sweethearts behind. Claudius 
found out about Valentine and threw 
him in prison, where he died. 

Yet another version says St. 
Valentine was jailed for helping 
Christians. While Valentine was in 
prison he cured the jailer’s daughter 
of blindness. Claudius didn’t like that 
and had Valentine clubbed and 
beheaded on February 14 in A.D. 269. 

The Europeans also believed that on 
Feb. 14 the birds began to choose 
their mates, which led to the idea that 
boys and girls should do the same. In 
some places, according to a book 
called “Travels in England,” boys 
would draw girls’ names, and girls’ 
would draw boys’ names, so that each 
person had two valentines. But it was 
said that the man stuck faster to the 
valentine that chose him than to the 
valentine he had chosen. 

Whatever the real story is behind the 
holiday, it has evolved over the years 
as the time for people to exchange 
love messages in the name of St. 
Valentine, who became the patron 
saint of lovers.

The Board of Education and the Board of Trustees for The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints have restructured the method in which each BYU 
employees’ temple recommend eligibility is verified. 

Starting this semester, a letter will be sent to the ecclesiastical leader of 
each LDS employee of BYU, asking whether the person is currently eligible 
for a temple recommend, according to a campuswide memorandum sent by 
President Merrill J. Bateman to all BYU personnel Thursday. 

President Bateman said the requirement would apply throughout the 
church’s education system. 

He said the decision was made in December by the Church Board of 
Education and the BYU Board of Trustees. 

BYU’s academic freedom document, adopted three years ago, said employ- 
ees were expected to “meet the standards of conduct consistent with qualify- 
ing for temple privileges.” Now, though, that expectation has been given 
greater weight. An annual !etter from the church’s commissioner of educa- 
tion, Elder Henry B. Eyring, to each employee’s bishop and stake president 
requires that they certify that the employee is temple-worthy. 

President Bateman said one reason for the change was the Board of 
Trustees’ desire to ensure that employees be the best role models for the stu- 
dents. Also, he said, it helps to identify lapsing employees to help them 
become temple-worthy. 

To employees who are not members of the church, President Bateman 
wrote in the memo that “we are pleased that you have chosen to work at 
Brigham Young University and we appreciate your understanding of the uni- 
versity’s distinctive religious and educational mission. In lieu of an ecclesi- 
astical interview, we invite you to meet annually with your dean/director to 
renew your continuing commitment to the Honor Code.” 
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Temple open house 
could mean traffic

A gridlock between county offi- 
cials and American Fork residents 
could mean traffic headaches for 
visitors to the open house of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints’ new Mount Timpanogos 
Temple. 

Utah County is a month behind 
schedule on extending 1100 East in 
American Fork, which approaches 
the temple. 

If 1100 East isn’t open by August, 
what county officials understand is 
the projected date for the LDS tem- 
ple open house, 900 East will be the 
only road providing access to the 
area. 

This would mean jammed traffic 
for the one million visitors expected 
to tour the temple while its doors are 
opened to nonmembers. 

“The open house dates have not 
been announced yet,” said church 
spokesman Don LeFevre. “I’m sure 
when the First Presidency does 
announce the dates, they will have 
been assured that there will be ade- 
quate access to the site.” 

According to The Associated 
Press, F.R. Michael Enfield, projects 
administrator for the LDS Church’s 
Temples and Special Projects 
Division, wrote a letter to county 
engineer Clyde Naylor expressing 
his concerns with the delay. 

“If the roadway is not completed in 
time for the open house, it could 
prove to be an embarrassment to the 
county and a disruption to what 
could otherwise be an enjoyable 
experience for the thousands of tem- 
ple visitors,’ Enfield wrote. 

The construction delay is due to a 
dispute between county officials and 
homeowners Hal and_ Kate 
Holmstead and Dale M. Greenwood, 


who would need to change their 


yards and driveways to provide 
room for the new road. 
According to Assistant County 


Commissioner David Gardner, the 
disputed area is about 6 feet wide. 
The homeowners are asking the 
county to reimburse them for lost 
yard and shrubbery. 

Gardner said the county was doing 
its best to come to a resolution, but 
any agreement they make has to be 
approved by the Federal Highway 
Commission. 

“If we say great, and the feds say 
stick it in your ear, we can’t provide 
it,’ Gardner said. “That’s the sticky 
point.” 

Gardner said federal appraisers 
estimated that disruption to the yard 
and shrubbery of one of the disput- 
ing parties would be $28,000. 
However, the homeowners are ask- 
ing for more than $70,000. 

According to Gardner, the county 
has been meeting with the home- 
owner to try to settle the dispute out 
of court. 

“T’ve met with them myself on five 
separate occasions,” Gardner said. 
“We've met with (the residents) and 
members of the church. We’ve tried 
to do this the best that we can.” 

Gardner said a meeting is planned 
for today to try to resolve the issues. 

If an agreement isn’t reached, 
Gardner said the county might pro- 
ceed with a condemnation complaint 
it filed in the 4th District Court last 
year, allowing the county to take 
control of the property. 

“It’s just a lot of things we’ve got 
to work out,’ Kate Holmstead told 
The Associated Press. 

Gardner said the dispute had to be 
settled by March | for the road to be 
completed by the projected time for 
the open house. 

“It would be a very, very hurry-up 
schedule, but it’s a very do-able 
thing,” Gardner said. “Of course the 
longer we delay, the more it’s going 
to take us to get it done.” 

Visitors to the Bountiful Temple 
open house totaled 870,361. More 
are expected to attend the open 
house for the Mount Timpanogos 
Temple.

cers On suspicion of war crimes. 


Gen. Djordje Djukic and Col. Aleksa Krsmanovic were arrested Jan. 30 when 
they made a wrong turn around Sarajevo and entered government-controlled 


territory. 


Further angering the Serbs, the arrests were endorsed by the international 
war-crimes court, which asked that the two men be held until it decided 


whether they should be indicted. 


Serb:commander Gen. Ratko Mladic, who has been indicted for war crimes, 
on Thursday banned civilians in Serb territory from crossing into other parts of 


Bosnia. 


The Serbs already had suspended all contact with the Muslim-led government 


to protest the arrests. 


FCC approves Disney’s $19-billion buyout 


WASHINGTON — The Walt Disney Co. received federal approval today to 
take over Capital Cities/ABC Inc. in a $19-billion deal that would create the 


world’s largest media company. 


The action by the Federal Communications Commission removed the last 


hurdle to the merger. The vote was 5-0. 


The FCC conditioned its approval on Disney divesting itself of radio stations 
and newspapers in Fort Worth, Texas, and Pontiac-Detroit, Mich. 
‘Disney was given a one-year waiver from cross-ownership rules to give it 


time to sell or swap the properties. 


‘The commission agreed to re-examine within that year its rules on divesti- 
ture, leaving open the possibility that Disney won’t have to give up the papers. 

‘Federal regulations prohibit one company from owning a newspaper and a 
radio station in the same market. A bill overhauling the nation’s telecommuni- 
cations laws, which President Clinton signed Thursday, does not change that.

Scholars to discuss Chinese life, 
death, immortality at symposium

Leading scholars from all over the 
United States and China will gather to 
exchange ideas, present papers and 
give lectures on “Life and Death in 
Imperial China” today at 9:30 a.m. in 
2254 CONF. 

The activities will run throughout 
today and resume Saturday morning 
at 8:30 for a concluding session. 

Held in conjunction with the 
Imperial Tombs of China exhibit, the 
symposium titled, “Life and Death in 
Imperial China,” gives leading schol- 
ars an opportunity to present interdis- 
ciplinary papers. It is free and open to 
the public. 

“The symposium brings the scholar- 
ly dimension to the exhibit, so those 
who attend will be exposed to the top 
scholars in the field from both China 
and the United States,” said James A. 
Mason, director of the Museum of 
Art. The symposium seeks to discuss 
many aspects of early Chinese culture 
that have contributed to its continuing 


. traditions. 


The majority of the artifacts from 
the Imperial Tombs of China exhibit 
reflect ancient funerary practices 
which provided the dead with the nec- 
essary items to get along in the after- 
life. This practice has endured for 
over 2,500 years. 

“The funerary art gives us concrete 
examples of Chinese culture which 
literature has only been able to tell us 
about in abstract ways,” said Gary 
Williams, symposium coordinator and 
associate professor in the Department 
of Asian and Near Eastern 
Languages. 

Another enduring aspect of Chinese 
culture to be covered at the sympo- 
sium is the respect for ancestors and 
family, a hierarchy of relationships 
that has remained constant throughout 
China. 

Today’s symposium sessions include 
“Archeological Perspectives on 
Imperial China” and “Life, Death and 
Immortality in Imperial China”. 

At 10 a.m., Clarence Shangraw, 
curator emeritus of the Asian Art 
Museum of San Francisco and direc- 
tor emeritus of the Tsui Museum of 
Art in Hong Kong, will give the 
keynote address titled “Letting the 
Past Serve the Present: The Role of 
Archaeology in Twentieth Century 
China.” 

At 11 a.m., bronze artifacts from the 
Zhou dynasty will be discussed by 
Robert A. Bagley, a bronze specialist 
from Princeton University. His lecture 
is titled “The Tomb of Marquis Yi of 
Zeng.” 

“Aspects of Funerary Ritual” and 
“Literary Commemoration of Life 
and Death in Imperial China” will be 
discussed Saturday in the concluding 
sessions of the symposium.

Like any other production at the 
LDS, Motion Picture Studio, the tele- 
vision program “Center Street” start- 
ed as a request by an LDS Church 
department. 

The idea originated in the public 

affairs department, Ron Johnson, a 
“Center Street” producer, said. The 
series is produced for a teen-age audi- 
ence. Its purpose is “to promote good 
and build bridges,” he said. 
- All films produced by the studio 
must be approved by the Correlation 
Committee of the LDS Church, he 
said. Once the topics are approved, 
production begins at the studio in 
Provo. 

The studio is one of the few facili- 
ties that can go from script to print 
because it has all the facilities, techni- 
cians and equipment needed for its 
productions, said Jerry Craven, a pro- 
‘ducer/director in the LDS Church 
audiovisual department. 

-As part of production, characters 
must be cast, sets built and costumes 


found. 

Tracey Wilson, a BYU broadcasting 
graduate, was cast as one of the hosts 
on “Center Street.” Wilson enjoys her 
role on the show. 

“Tt’s great,’ she said. “I get to talk 
about the gospel, and I get to talk with 
teen-agers.” 

Another host, Abe Mills, is also 
excited about the show. 

One of the ideas behind “Center 
Street” is to give teen-agers an alter- 
nate to what is being shown on televi- 
sion about them, Mills said. “Center 
Street” shows that many teen-agers 
have a positive outlook because they 
want to. 

Johnson said the show has a news- 
magazine format. There are two or 
three five-minute stories about teen- 
agers or people of interest to teen- 
agers who are doing good, he said. 

There is also a segment called 
“Detour” where ideas for fun dates 
and service activities are given. 

When possible, stories are done on 
teen-agers of other religions, Johnson 
said. The show “promotes good val- 
ues without being churchy,” Mills

The set for this season’s Center 
Street was designed by five local high 
school students, Johnson said. The set 
has a city look, with three levels 
where there was one before, neon col- 
ors, an operating elevator and a “bub- 
ble tube” filled with colored water. 

Post-production work includes con- 
verting all the shoots done on film to 
video, Craven said. All pictures are 
digitized in the computer and 
rearranged in a sequence which best 
tells the story, he said. 

Footsteps, sound and music are 
mixed to get the right levels of each, 
and these separate soundtracks are 
combined into one soundtrack, 
Craven said. 

After each episode is finished, it is 
sent to Salt Lake City for approval by 
the committee, Johnson said. Any 
changes necessary are made when the 
video is returned, and then the 
episode is released for broadcasting. 

“Center Street” is broadcast both 
nationally and internationally. Locally 
it is broadcast on the Faith and Values 
network, KSL and KBYU.

Late Cougar rally not

A valiant Cougar effort to recover 
from a 40-26 half-time deficit was not 
enough as the Cougars bowed to the 
Rams in an 81-76 loss. 

The Cougars struggled offensively 
in the first half. BYU made only 31 
percent of its field goal attempts.

The first half of the game was not 
kind to Randy Reid, either, as he 
received a technical for arguing with 
the referee after being pushed into an 
camera while defending a lay-up.

According to Gearan’s notes, the 
aides at the meeting, including Harold 
Ickes, now deputy chief of staff, 
debated whether Clinton loyalists 
from Washington should approach 
Schafer. In the end, Clinton adviser 
Bruce Lindsey apparently was desig- 
nated to do so. 

Ickes is quoted as saying no emis- 
saries from Washington should be 
sent to Arkansas to contact Schafer 
because “it will come out.” 

The notes quote him as uttering two 
expletives and concluding that if con- 
tacting Schafer somehow went awry, 
“we're done.” 

“Let’s not talk it to death — let’s 
just get it done,’ Gearan’s-notes say, 
referring to comments by Ickes. At 
one point in the meeting, Gearan 
scribbles, “Try to poke holes in their 
story.” At another point, Ickes is quot- 
ed as saying, “item by item — make 
sure her story is OK.” 

Gearan’s notes prompted Sen. Orrin 
Hatch, R-Utah, to question whether 
the Clinton White House had been 
trying to influence the statements of a 
Whitewater witness. 

But White House spokesman Mark 
Fabiani said presidential aides were 
simply seeking to have Schafer repeat 
comments she made that were sup- 
portive of Mrs. Clinton’s Whitewater 
role.

Insurance policies 
help ease impact 
of legal expenses 
for president

WASHINGTON — A huge chunk 
of President Clinton’s legal bills for a 


’ sexual harassment lawsuit will be 


paid from old insurance policies he 
bought in Arkansas and then forgot 
about, aides said Thursday. 

But the president is still going broke 
over legal troubles, they said. 

Two insurance companies paid 
Washington lawyer Bob Bennett 
$891,880.42 in December for his 
defense of the president in a 1994 suit 
filed by former Arkansas state 
employee Paula Jones. 

The insurance payment, first report- 
ed in The Wall Street Journal, was 
revealed less than a month after 
Clinton bemoaned his mounting legal 
bills at a news conference. 

At the time, Clinton knew about the 
insurance payoff but did not mention 
it, one official close to his defense 
said. 

Legal fees for the president and his 
wife are running about $2 million a 
year, according to people involved in 
their defense. 

Bennett and Clinton aides described 
the separate $1 million insurance 
plans as umbrella policies that, cov- 
ered a variety of circumstances, 
including liability claims. 

The first insurance policy, bought 
from Pacific Indemnity, was effective 
for a year beginning Feb. 5, 199}. 
Jones, who is seeking $700,000, said 
the sexual harassment occurred in 
May 1991. 

The second policy, bought from 
State Farm Group, was effective for a 
year beginning Sept. 5, 1994. 

Bennett said the policy is relevant 
because Jones alleges that Clinton and 
his aides defamed her after the inci- 
dent. 

Liability coverage is often pur- 
chased by professionals who stand a 
better-than-average chance of being 
sued. 

The $1 million limit on each suit 
pertains to possible damages — not 
legal bills — so there is technically no 
cap on how much coverage Clinton 
has for payment in the Jones case. 

In the Jones case, Clinton had 
obtained a ruling that the suit would- 
n’t proceed until after he stepped 
down from office, but an appeals 
court ruled last month that the case 
should go to trial. Clinton is appealing 
that ruling.

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Draft registration 
still law for men, 
despite peacetime

Although the draft has not been used 
since the mid-1970s, men, ages 18 
through 25, are required by federal 
law to register with the Selective 
Service within a month of their 18th 
birthday. 

Bill Boucher, assistant professor of 
military science in the BYU Army 


ROTC, said strategic or world-wide 


employment requires a large number 
of forces. Drafts are usually instated 
whenever a long, drawn-out conflict 
seems possible, Boucher said. 

The Gulf War did not require a draft 
because people were coming out of 
the woodwork to volunteer, and the 
United States had a ready reserve, 
Boucher said. The war also had a 
clear design and end point, unlike the 
Vietnam War, he said. 

Peacetime does not necessarily 
mean that men registered with 
Selective Service have nothing to 
worry about. 

“When the Berlin Wall came down 
and the Soviet Union broke apart, 
people were lured into a false sense of 
sécurity,” Boucher said. Now there are 
simply more factors that could 
increase conflict in several areas, he 
said. : 

Kevin Steinacker, a physics major 
from Olympia, Wash., said, “I (regis- 
tered) because it’s the law. I don’t 
know if I’ll ever have to go to war.” 

Glen Ford, an operations officer for 
the Selective Service, said besides 
keeping track of men registering, the 
service maintains over 2,000 local 
boards. 

Once called draft boards, the local 
boards review claims to determine 
what men can be excused from the 
draft. 

Currently, divinity students, minis- 
ters, administrative officials or people 
who oppose war are excused. 

If the draft were brought back, men 
would be told to report to certain sta- 
tions in their area. 

They would then be given a screen- 
ing and a physical, be sworn in and be 
sent to initial training sites.
